I ’l*on his arrivui home. Pastor Russell 
announced that his next topic at the 
Acudemy of Music would b e “Jerusa 
lem.” 
Bo unusual, so strange, to see 
a Chrlstiau minister dilating upon Jew ­ 
ish hopes that all Jewry waited iu ex 
pectatlou of something—they knew not 
what. 
Bo great was the interest ou 
this occasion that hundreds of Jews, 
as well us hundreds of Gentiles, were 
unab le to ob tuiu admittance to b ear 
the speaker. This discourse was pub 
Uhb ed iu 15 New York Jewish news­ 
papers and b y the Jewish press of 
many cities iu Great Britain, Russia 
and America. 
Last Octob er he addressed a Jewish 
mass meeting in the New York Hip 
P< drome on “Zionism in Prophecy," 
and has since addre-sed Jewish mass 
meetings in the London Royal Alb ert 
Hull and lu Manchester, Glasgow uud 
the Chicago Armory. 
Klm-e returning 
from Europe he has spoken in many 
cities. 
Invitations accepted for lull 
will take him to the Pacific coast uud 
two separate trips to Great Britain 
By continuous lab ors Pastor Russell has 
fully earned the appellation, "Amerl 
ca's Ub iquitous Preacher "

Th ey are Kan ak as, th e seamen wh o 
are natives of th o Hawaiian Ialan d s. 
“A native can whip a sh ark b ecause 
he can outswim him," states an Amer­ 
ican who has b een living in the islands 
many years. 
“1 never heard of a na­ 
tive b eing injured b y a shark, and 
there is a superstitition among them 
that a shark is afraid of a Kanaka and 
will refuse to fight. 
This is not true, 
however, and grew out of the fact that 
a native always whips a shark. 
A 
Kanaka will spy a shark and, taking 
a knife b etween his teeth, dive In after 
him. 
It is a fair fight, b ecause the 
shark has teeth that are as deadly ns 
the knife. 
The shark will make for 
the swimmer, and when it is in range 
will flop suddenly on its side, which 
position Is necessary b efore it can use 
its powerful jaws to crush an enemy 
As the shark turns the native will sink

Complex System b y Which Insects Aru 
Enab led to Breathe. 
While mammals 
have 
lungs 
and 
fishes gills, insects have neither one 
nor the other. 
Instead they present a 
complex 
system 
of 
tub es 
running 
throughout tlie length of their b odies, 
whereb y the air is conveyed to every 
part of the system. 
To guard insects against collapse 
from pressure of air, nature has fur­ 
nished the little creatures with a fine 
thread 
running spirally 
within the 
walls of the tub e. Just as a garden 
hose is protected with wire. 
Many files live first in the water as 
larvae. 
Arranged along each side of 
their b odies is a series of exceedingly 
thin plates, into each of which runs a 
series of b lood vessels. 
These plates 
are placed to ab sorb the oxygen con 
tained in the water. 
The tail ends in 
three featherlike projections, and b y 
means of these the larvae cause cur 
rents of water to flow over the gills, 
and thus their efficiency is increased. 
Gnats nlso exist in the water as 
larvae. 
But they have no gills. Their 
b reathing is accomplished b y means of 
a tub e situated ¡it the tip of the tail. 
The larvae tloats along head downward 
in the water, with this tub e just ab ove 
the surface, so that tlie creatures mny 
b reathe.—Ilurper’s Weekly.

RED TAPE IN PRAGUE. 


While the Official« W rangled the M at­ 
ter Settled Itself. 
A delightful story of circumlocution 
comes from Prague. One of tlie least

Some time ago the toll col 
lector discovered tlmt some rab b its 
had invaded the district and concluded 
that their b urrowings might threaten 
the stab ility of the b ridge, so he cnli- 
ed the b urgomaster’s attention to tho 
matter. The b urgomaster decided that 
it did not come within his province, 
b ut he sent the representation to the 
committee managing the pub lic slaugh­ 
ter houses 
The committee examined 
the rab b its and found they were wild 
so they could do nothing, and as it was 
a close time the nid of the sportsman 
could not b e impressed. Still, they did 
not relieve them of their moral respon 
slb ility. 
The Prague slaughter house commit 
to« * in turn informed the Stadtrntpree 
sidlum, b ut th« * m atter was not within 
its jurisdiction. 
Yet tlie stab ility of 
the b ridge was b eyond all things nee 
essary, so ti e dossier was sent to the 
central authority for b uildings. 
This 
b ody went Into the m atter and con 
eluded that the w ater authority should 
deal with the sub ject. 
But, no; tin* 
water b oard opined that it was for tin* 
conservators of rivers, and this b ody 
decUh'd that 
rab b its could not 
b e 
b rought within the domain of things 
fluvial and that the b urgomaster was 
the right party to take action. 
The 
dossier having completed tho circle of 
possib le departmental travels, the b ur­ 
gomaster decided to act. 
He appolut 
ed a committee of Investigation. 
Th« 
committee went to the b ridge In four 
carriages, and then they learned that 
tlie rab b its had taken their departure 
for some mouths.

Weapons—-A Duel Between Women. 


Tho Idea from which th^code duello 
was developed came down from the 
north with the b arb arians who over­ 
ran the Roman empire. They b rought 
with them the ordeal or wager of b at­ 
tle or Judicial duel, which sprang from 
their idea to fight It out and let the 
guilt or innocence of the accused b e 
determined b y the result of the b attle. 
Strangely enough, the judicial duel 
was considered n fitting mode of set­ 
tling disputes b etween man and wife. 
To equullze as much as possib le the 
Inequality of such a contest the man 
was put In a pit in which he was 
b uried up to the girdle, while oue of 
his 
arms was 
b ound to his side. 
Sometimes a b arrel took the place of 
a pit. 
For a weapon the man had a 
b nton or stick, the woman u kind of 
eling with n stone In it. 
The story of the duel in the modern 
sense may b o dated from 1527, when 
Francis I. gave the lie to the Emperor 
Charles V., a proceeding which prom­ 
ised to lend to a comb at of excep­ 
tional Interest, b ut which never took 
place b ecause mutual friends recon­ 
ciled tho pugnacious monarch» . 
By this time the Judicial duel had 
b een gradually ab olished, and the pri 
vnte duel, fought b efore witnesses, 
who seconded the principals In the en­ 
counter, came In. 
Sometimes the sec­ 
onds also mixed it up, and Instead of 
a duel there was a quartet or a sextet. 
The day of dueling has passed long 
since in England and America and 
only lingers in France as a sort of 
harmless comedy. 
Several duels have b een fought b e­ 
tween women, and there are two or 
three Instances of duels b etween a 
man and a woman. In which the man 
did not always get the b etter of it. 
One of these duels b etween women 
was that b etween two Frenchwomen, 
the Marquise de Nesle and the Com 
tesse de Polignac, in the eighteenth 
century. Tho two titled women were 
rivals for the affections of a certain 
duke, and an Incident occurred which 
b rought on a b itter quarrel b etween 
the two Jealous grnnde dames. 
As a result of this the marquise chal­ 
lenged the comtesse to fight her a duel, 
and the challenge was accepted. Pis­ 
tols were chosen and the Boise de Bou­ 
logne selected as the place of meeting. 
When the women had taken their 
places the comtesse called out to the 
marquise, "Do you fire first, madame, 
and, mind you, don’t miss me; don’t 
Imagine for a moment that 1 am going 
to miss you!" The marquise fired, b ut 
missed and hit a neighb oring tree. Tho 
comtesse smiled. “Your hand tremb les 
with 
passion, 
madame," cried she. 
“You are lost!" 
The comtesse aimed delib erately at 
the head of the marquise and fired. 
The marquise fell with a great cry as 
of one who had received a mortal 
wound, b ut the b ullet had only cut 
away a minute piece of her shell-like 
ear. All Paris laughed—even the duke. 
Two duels have b een fought from 
b allooi s 
The most interesting was 
that b etween M. de Grandpre and M. 
Le Pique, which took place on May 3, 
18 08 . 
Why they selected b alloons is 
not clear, b ut possib ly b ecause b alloon­ 
ing was one of the crazes of the day. 
Each duelist, with his second, got 
Into a b alloon in the field adjoining the 
Tulleries, and in the presence of a 
grout crowd the cords were cut and up 
shot the b alloons. The comb atants 
were armed with b lunderb usses. 
At 
ab out 8 00 feet from the ground Le 
Pique fired, and Grandpre immediately 
responded. The latter's shot was ef­ 
fective and penetrated Le Pique’s b al- 
| loon, which rapidly descended, and Le 
Pique and his second were dashed to 
death on a housetop, while Grandpre 
and his pecond descended safely some

wrong pronunciation or intonation es 
copes his practiced ear, and correc­ 
tion Is frequent. 
It is a sim ple country house, w ith 
its earthen floor, its unglazed windows 
and its air of u tter poverty. 
Our 
young hopeful, says the National Re­ 
view, in due tim e is introduced to the 
“T rim etrical Classic" and the ques­ 
tionable statem ent, which form s its 
very threshold, that “men at birth are 
radically good,” so set in classical 
form that he has no more idea of its 
meaning than if it were in Greek.

guilt or innocence of the accused be 
determ ined by the result of the battle. 
Strangely enough, the Judicial duel 
w as considered a fitting mode of set­ 
tling disputes between man and wife. 
To equalize as much as possible the 
Inequality of such a contest the man 
wus put in a pit in which he w as 
buried up to the girdle, while one of 
his 
arm s 
w as 
bound 
to 
his side. 
Sometimes a barrel took the place of 
a pit. 
For a weapon the man had n 
baton or stick, tho woman u kind of 
sling with a stone In it. 
The story of the duel in the modern 
sense may bo dated from 1527, when 
Francis I. gave the lie to tile Em peror 
Charles V., a proceeding which prom ­ 
ised to lend to a coni lint of excep­ 
tional Interest, but which never took 
place because m utual friends recon­ 
ciled the pugnacious monarchs. 
By this tim e the judicial duel had 
been gradually abolished, and the prl 
vnte duel, fought before witnesses, 
who seconded th e principals in the en ­ 
counter, cam e In.
